8.—At a meeting of 
the board of directors J. T. Harahan, 
formerly second vice president, was 
elected president of the lllllnols Cen 
tral Railroad company. 
A telegram from Memphis says: 
J 
T. Harahan, probably the most widely 
known railroad man south of the Ohio 
Tiver, began his railroad career In an 
humble capacity, worked himself stead 
ily upward until he became executive 
officer of several great railroad sys­ 
tems. He was for years general man­ 
ager of the Louisville and Nashville. 
vice president and general manager o' 
the Bailtlmore and Ohio Southwestern 
road, and the last sixteen years second 
vice president of the Illinois Central 
system. 
He had full charge of thf 
operation and traffic of that line, and 
his close 
association 
with men and 
events in the south strongly linked him 
with the upbuilding of th a t-part of the 
country. , Probably no man has done 
more to encourage manufacturing en­ 
terprises south of the Ohio river than 
Mr. Harahan. He has often expressed 
an abiding faith in the future of the 
south.

Chairman Hammon of the Repub­ 
lican territorial committee claims six 
Republican delegatus to the constitu­

the Democrats. 
F. J. Stowe, an Inde­ 
pendent, was *1 aetat In the Ninety- 
fifth district. 
Secretary Johnson of the Democrat­ 
ic campaign committee claims his par­ 
ty will have ninety-seven delegates, 
the Republicans twelve and there will 
be one Independent, 
It Is understood that the Guthrie 
meeting on Nov. 19 will develop some 
line up on the county seat question as 
it applies to the Indian Territory, 
The Anti-Saloon League of Oklaho­ 
ma. which organization has been di­ 
recting the 
antisaloon 
fight 
In the 
i campaign, Is claiming twenty-eight of 
; the fifty-three delagets In Aklahoma 
as being favorable to a constitutional 
provision against the sale of liquors. 
The Democratic campaign commit­ 
tee met Wednesday and requested Fred 
Parkinson of Wagoner. I. T., chair­ 
man of the Indian Territory executive 
committee, to have the members meet 
in Guthrie Nov. 19, the day preceding 
the opening of the constitutional con­ 
vention. 
While it was not announced, 
it Is the intention of the committee to 
draft memorials 
to the convention, 
which is heavily Democratic, urging 
the necessity of careful action in pre 
paring a constitution. The committee 
will act In an advisory capacity only. 
It Is also the intention to consider the 
next campaign. 
E. P. Hill of South McAlester, I. 
T., member of the campaign commit­ 
tee from the Fourth congressional dis­ 
trict, said: 
"While wo knew the elec­ 
tion would go Democratic, we had not 
counted on such an overwhelming ma- 
Jolty, and speaking for the Democrat­ 
ic organizations, It Is their desire that 
a constitution be drafted which the 
people of Oklahoma will be glad 1i 
indorse, and one which will be a 
shade better than any other in th : 
American Union. We propose to keep 
faith with the people.”
